Another section of the proposed 
new measure gets the mandatory 
retirement age for non-school em- 
pleyees at 70 years and for the 
schoo] division at 65, but it also 
authorizes the government to re- 
hire the pensioned employee at a 
Salary because of his technical 
knowledge ahd sets no limit on 
the salary which could be paid, 
This, critics say, means that a vet- 
eran employee might draw his 
$180 pension and a salary from 
the government at the same time. 

Under existing pension laws, no 
retired employee may draw a gal- 
ary from the city. 

Another clause would allow an 
employee to retire on pension 
after he paid back pension de- 
mands from 1027, the date the 
pension was established, and 
served three years. The present 
law requires five years’ service

The Board now eonsists of the 
Mayor, the Comptrolier, one mem- 
ber from the teaching and one 
member from the non-teaching 
employees of the Board of Educa- 
tion, and one from non-school 
employees of the city. 

Finally, an employee fiay 
change his pension from one pen- 
sion fund to the other. That ig, he 
may transfer service in one of the 
funds to the other as the occasion 
arises. He may not do that under 


the existing law.

She was 
thrown from a horse at Grant 
Park, her life saved by the skill 
of Dr. Michael Hoke. 

Her beauty and dramatic appeal 
led Miss Forbes to enter the field 
of raising endowments, and with 
the help of her cousin,  Marse 
Henry Watterson, of Louisville, 
Miss Forbes raised many a gift for 
many a good cause. Then she met 
the Professor. She stopped her 
story and smiled. 

“No one is poor whe wants but 
few things and gets them,” he de- 
clared, happily.

Atlanta police are investigating 
a wave of disturbances in several 
Negro sections to determine 
whether they are the actions of 


an organized gang. 


Among the reports leading to 
the investigations of gang activity 
was a story told by a Negro, 
James Manning, of 744 Kennedy 
St., N. W., who said he was visit- 
ed Friday by two white men. i 

Manning, whe lives near white 
residences, told detectives the 
white men first offered to buy his 
house, and when he refused to 
sell, they threatened to throw him 
out. 

A Negro woman, Bessie Smith, 
of 296 Griffin St., N. W., told of- 
ficers that someone broke into her 
home Friday and printed the let- 
ter “C” on her walls in ink, and 
a red flash, which was the symbol 
of .the Columbians. 

In addition, two Negro houses 
were blasted by bombs during the 
week. On Thursday a house at 
352 Ashby St., S. W., in which 
A. C. Epps was living, was 
bombed, and on Tuesday night a 
house at 808 West End Ave., S, 
W., where two Negro women, 
Annie Wray and Annie Brown, 
reside, was bombed. 

All four of the cases were listed 
on police dockets as unsolved as 
detectives tried to tie them to- 
gether.

LONDON, March 1—(4)-—Re 
laxation of restrictions on private 
imports from the British and 
American zones of Germany will 
also be extended te the Russian 
zone starting Monday, the Board 
of Trade has announced. 

Goods imported from the Rus- 
sian zone will be paid for in ster- 
ling, the announcement said. Con- 
tracts between German sellers 
and United Kingdom purchasers 
must be approved by the Depart- 
ment of Foreign Trade of the 
Russian Military Administration 
of Germany.

Ralph McGill, Editor of The Con- 
stitution, visited the two top lead- 
ers of the nation—Presidéent Tru- 
man and Secretary of State Mar- 
shall—in their respective offices 
Thursday and Friday. 

' He called on President Truman 
et the White House Friday after- 
moon. He previously had held a 
lengthy conference with Gen. Mar- 
shail at the latter’s office in the 
old State Department building. 

McGill came to Washington as 
@ member of the Raymond Clap- 
per Memorial Award: Committee 
to designate the newspaper corre- 
spondent who during the past year 
has best practiced the standard of 
journali established by the late 
Raymong Clapper, who was kill- 
ed asa war correspondent in 1942, 
It was with other members of this 
committee that McGill called on 
President Truman. 

Secretary of State’/Marshall was 
urged by th. editor to expand the 
United States cultural relations 
program in other countries, includ- 
ing the recently inaugurated short- 
wave broadcasting to Russia. For- 
mer Secretary of State James 
Byrnes appointed McGill some 
months ago as an advisor to the 
State Department.

Where is a truant not a truant? 

In the Atlanta public schools a boy or girl who 
does not attend school is never branded as a 
truant. | 


There are no truant officers, but visiting teach- 
ers. who realize that behind consistent absence 
from school, there is a reason. These visiting 
teachers, instead of grabbing an absentee by the 
ear and hauling him off to Juvenile Court, seek 
out that reason and try with sympathy and under: 
standing to correct it. 

Jarvis Barnes, the young Director of. the De. 
partment of Statistics and Pupil Accounting, is 
proud when he says he has no figures on truancy 
in Atlanta schools. For him there are no truants. 


“The visiting teachers work with not only 


: absentees.” he says, “but with children with any 


adjustment problem at all, And, you see, the 15- 
year-old boy who simply will not attend school, 


‘may be justified, as far as his own reasoning goes, 


in being absent.’ 


The reason for skipping school is very seldom 


mischievousness, says Director Barnes. The reason 
usually lies in the home. 

A boy may have a drunken father, an ill mother 
and several hungry brothers and sisters.

Deciding the Legislature did act 
within its authority and had the 
right to interpret the Constitu- 
tion, Judges Hendrix and Almand 
declared, in effect, it was not 
within the province of the courts 
to interfere. 

‘Many legal observers and lay- 
men alike agree with that de- 
cision, while others take the view- 
point that the,two judges at Mc- 
Donough went just so far in in- 
terpreting the Constitution, but 
did not go far enough. 

In his ruling upholding the Leg-

people living in a stage-coach era 
remains without change dn this 
atomic age.’ 

He further observed that “the 
trouble lies with the people and 
their. representatives for their 
failure to make their own Con- 
stitution conform to changes in 
public thinking and democratic 
ideals.” 

Will the Supreme Court Justices 
go further than Judges Hendrix 
and Almand in interpreting the 
ambiguous wording of the Con- 
stitution? That is a big question. 
If they do, the Henry County rul- 
ings could be reversed.

COMMUNITY JOB UNSOLVED BY LAW ALONE 


-. Industrial Areas Told To Expect 
Heavy Influx of Dixie Negroes 


SAN FRANCISCO-—(?)—Laws alone can’t solve 
the United States’ growing Negro problem, says 
Joseph F. Albright, who has worked for 20 years 
for imprevement of his race’s economic and social 
position. 

Albright, a special assistant to Gen, Omar N. 
Bradiey, Veterans’ Administration, views the prob- 
lem.as one for individual communities to solve 
through orientation, wy eter | and education. 

He predicts a great influx of Negro and white 
sherecroppers into heavily industrialized areas of 
the cetntry in the next few years because of dis- 
placement by mechanical cotton pickers in the 
South 

The Negro's outlook for the next decade, he 
says, is not good. They will be forced into already 
overcrowded industria] ereas where, being largely 
unskilled, they-can earn ohly a meager living. 
Aneas where they would find more favorable liv- 
ing conditions and racial relations do not offer 
sufficient job opportunities. 

Albright said he had found racial relations 
“better in the Pacific Northwest than the national 
norm,” but added that the region is so highly 
unionized “even te the lowest level’ that job 
opportunities are so few as virtually to exclude 
many more Negroes, 

Albright said that thousands of Negroes already 
had moved from the South to Chicago, Detroit, 
(olumbus, California and the heavily industrial- 
ized East and that these areas could expect tens 


of thousands more. The Negro population of San 
Francisco alone is reported. to have increased to 
35,000 from 56,000 in 1940, 

Deploring legal and unwritten restrictions 
against Negroes in many residential areas and 
éven in some VA-approved. vocational 
schools, Albright said these were problems that 
not even national legislation can solve. 

He reported that VA now employs more than 
1,000 Negroes in staff-positions compared to 14 
two years ago, but conceded “some sporadic dis- 
crimination crops ‘up even in VA,” although such 
discrimination is eliminated when reported. 

Albright said racial discrimination often in- 
tensifies in about the same proportion as the Negro 


population incerases in a community. Encouraging. 
he said, 


progress against this is being made, 
through co-operation of churches, Urban League 
and Community Chest organizations such as the 
YMCA and YWCA. 

“The Negro,” Albright said, “is not discrimi- 
nated against because he is black. He is discrimi- 
nated against because he is poor. I have yet to see. 
a rich man discriminated against anywhere.” 

One of the solutions of the racial problems, he 
said, is economic. 

“A community is no better than its lowest ele- 
ments. A hungry man listens to any kind of talk 
furthering racial discrimination or any kind of 
‘isms.’ People without economic problems don’t go 
in for ‘isms’.”

The electricity produced and sold by the TVA is paying its way; 
it will return the taxpayers’ original investment to them in less 
than a lifetime, and even then will go on producing electricity and 
more revenues for a long time to come. 

When war struck, TVA power swung to the support of military 
production with no lost motion. In addition to supplying wartime 
industries throughout the region, these resources of available power 
dictated the location of the great atomic-bo plants at Oak 
Ridge. Tenn. 

Less than a year after V-3 Day, TVA’s monthly power sales, 
suffering only a momentary postwar reduction, had passed the 
highest wartime peak. 

This same co-ordinated program has resulted in reduced flood 
damage to Tennessee Valley cities and to areas of the lower Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers. It has sponsored a nation-wide voluntary 
test demonstration program, whereby farmers of the seven valley 
States and 22 others throughout the country are rebuilding their 
lands through the use of the high-analysis phosphatic fertilizing 
materials produced at TVA’s plants at Muscle Shoals in Northern 
Alabama-and in Middle Tennessee. 

A program of unified development includes research into the 
resources of the valley which is designed to stimulate the agri- 
cultural and industrial development of the region. There is a grow- 
ing recognition of the view that the best industrial development 
for the community is the outgrowth of the best use of the land for 
production of food and fiber suitable for processing into finished 


land,. for these are the raw materials that help industrial opportu- 
nity. Cotton fields converted to pasture through phosphate and lime 
lead to livestock, beef and milk—cheese factories, cold storage and 
freezer plants and many other developments follow. 


It is TVA’s job, working with established agencies such as the 
distributors of TVA power, State and local planning units, univer- 
sities and collegts, research staffs and civic bodies to help the 
people see the region and its resources as a whole. It can help 
identify specific opportunities for development to be exploited 
prudently by the people themselves. 

The Tennessee Valley is an area favored by its natural resources. 
It is marked by a temperate climate and a long growing season, with 
a wide variety of soil types and an abundant rainfall averaging 50 
inches each year—6,000 tons per acre through the region. The high 
mountains of the eastern slopes of the valley, coupled with this 
aburidant rainfall, provide a plentiful supply of highly dependable 
water power. 

Reduced to simple terms, the great problem of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority is control of this water—in the streams and on 
the land. Under rigid controls the lavish rainfall’s capacity for 
destruction is converted into a powerful productive force for the 
benefit of all the peoples of the valley. 

No analysis of TVA’s measure of success would be complete 
without an acknowledgment that its accomplishments are,due in no 
small part to the initiative and to the enthusiastic, intelligent co- 
operation of most of the 3,000,000 people of the region themselves. 
TVA has few powers of compulsion and desires no more. It has 
found that proving the feasibility of new methods to conserve and 
utilize all the natural and human resources of the region through 
voluntary demonstration by the people themselves is often a slow 
process, but in 14 years it has clearly learned one important truth:

Survey Discloses 
Drop in Home Sales 


Sales of residential property 
have dropped sharply in volume 
from a year ago, and a definite 
trend to lower prices is apparent, 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards reports on the basis 
of returns from its forty-sixth 
semiannual survey of the real .es- 
tate market. The survey broyght 
replies from local real _ estate 
boards in 475 cities in 45 states. 

The volume of turnover of hous- 
ing units is lower than it was a 
year ago in 64 percent of the re- 
porting cities, and no higher than 
it was in 79 percent. The larger 
the city the more general is the 
tendency toward lower volume of 
residential salés. Thus, among cit- 
ies of more than 500,000 popula- 
tion, 80 percent showed a de- 
creased sales volume, while among 
cities of less than 10,000 popula- 
tion, only 56 percent reported a 
smaller turnover.

OUTDOOR GEORGIA 


By JACK TROY 

BRUNSWICK, March 1—Coastal trout fishing, one of 
Georgia’s top sporting attractions, will be improved immeas- 
urably because of an intensive program of oyster cultivation. 
Louis Ambrose, A. M. Barbee and A. S. Vaughan have re- 
planted oyster beds throughout the waters of Chatham 
County, taking in St. Catherine’s Sound, Ossabaw Island, 
Green Island and Warsaw Sound. 


The program has proceeded un- 
der the watchful eye of Louis An- 
drews, Director of Coastal Fish- 
eries. Andrews, according to 
Charley Elliott, State Game and 
Fish Commissioner, has done an 
outstanding job in the conserva- 
tion and propogation of coastal 
fishing and shrimping. 

Trout choose waters that are 
thick with oyster beds. Canny fish- 
ermen like Ben Fortson, Secretary 
of State, always look for an oyster 
drop for the best fishing. 

It is an unfortunate fact, in past 
years, that commercial shrimpers 
have disregarded regulations and 
boundaries in dragging the sounds 
and rivers, and destroyed many 
fishing places. 

However, in recent months they 
have been won over by Director 
Andrews’ appeals and this co-oper- 
ation, plus the extensive oyS8ter 
cultivation, is proving a boon for 
sport fisherman. 


McIntosh Co-operates 


There was a time when the com- 
mercial shrimp fishermen of Mc- 
Intosh County were a bit ruthless 


‘in their pursuit of shrimp. They 


dragged rivers and creeks teeming 
with trout and destroyed many 
small fish. 

Today, however, McIntosh Coun- 
ty rates tops with Louis Andrews. 
The commercial fishermen have 
co-operated 100 percent with An- 
drews’ program to restore trout 
fishing for sport fishermen. 

There is an area around Bruns- 
wick, on the other ‘hand, in which 
violation of regulations continues. 
The violators are, in a sense, cut- 
ting their own throats. For they 
not only are hurting fishing for 
sportsmen but they are causing 
a significant shortage of shrimp. 
It may be, unless. conditions 
change, that a closed season on 
shrimp will be imperative. 

Andrews doesn’t use heavy- 
handed tactics. He had much ra- 
ther see the shrimping regula- 


‘tions observed than to haul vio- 


lators into the courts. .It has 


worked at Darien and surround- 
ing waters, but there is still a 
problem in Glynn County, em- 


bracing Brunswick. 

Andrews feels that when the 
seriousness of the matter is driven 
home to commercial shrimpers 
and they realize they are fishing 
themselves out of business, condi- 
tions will change for the better. 
At present there's no State law 
with enough teeth in it t worry 
habitual violators. 

They can get by with a small 
fine. Georgia Legislators, on an 
inspection trip of fishing condi- 
tions, already realize the advis 
ability of strengthening the some- 
what limited powers of the State 
Game and Fish Commission.

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Fate of Europe Is the Issue 


WASHINGTON—On Friday and Sat- 
urday Washington began to reflect the 
bad news. Kev legislators had it on 
Thursday from Secretary of State George 
Marshall and from the President. 


By Friday the effect could be felt in 
the tempo of talk and seen in the faces 
of many on the Hill. 


It at last was coming to be not merely 
clear, but close to hand, that the fate of 
Europe is an issue between Soviet Russia 
and America. 


The Hoover report bolstered the Ad- 
ministration statements. 


Britain and France are bled financially 
and productively white. China wallows 
in the bogs of a long civil war which has 
destroyed that country’s capacity to pro- 
duce or govern. Of the Big Five that won 
the war, three obviously are prostrate in 
the economic ring. 

The British, simply becatise they can 
no longer carry out their commitments to 
feed, supply and protect the Greeks 
against aggression, are calling on us to 
take over the, job. Hoover calls on us‘to 
feed the Germans. There are other bas- 
tions in the world where we will be called. 


The cold fact is that America is the 
oniy really great strong nation in the 
world today. The Soviet Union is a pow- 
erful government, or state, but not now 
Strong as a nation. It is known that Rus- 
Sia is suffering from her owg internal 
problems. Her of some 10,000,000 
persons in the war, the terrific destruction 
of her housing and farm areas, the slow- 
ness of her production, the severe drouth 
which this year sharply -reduced her 
wheat crops, the tremendous problem of 
her returning soldiers have given that 
country a postwar problem of great mag- 
nitude.

This country remains as _ the /one 
strong nation. é 

If, as Herbert Hoover said, we do not 
wish to see Europe fall apart, if we do 
not wish to see Western civilization per- 
ish from the earth, we mast be as strong 
in Greece as in Georgia or Vermont. 

We need not deceive ourselves into 
believing that this is a‘far-away foreign 
problem. It concerns the next generation 
most vitally. We can speed up the World 
Bank so that the loans requested, espe- 
cially that by France, will be made 
quickly. We can, through the same bank, 
assist China to get back on the silver 
standard. The British can, through the 
bank and our Congress, ‘be relieved of 
their tie-in with the dollar so that dollar 
commitments can be eased... We can 
quickly vote relief to Germany. -We.can 
go into Greece, rid that country of its, foolk 
ish, expensive King, and set up a govern- 
ment and an economy to sustain it. 

We ean do these things, and more, or 
we can make our great national interest 
the fight over the head of the TVA or the 
Atomic Energy Commission; we can argue 
about rent controls and a little more sugar 
and the next election.

To Appoint—or Elect—Judges? 


Good judges are not always popular. 
And popular judges are not necessarily 
good judges. 


Even though Superior Court judges in 
Georgia are elected by the people, bar 
associations over the State have made 
what has appeared to be an honest and 
at least partially successful attempt 
bar name-calling political campaigns for 
judicial posts.

And yet, there always is the possibility 
that the judicial system may become en- 
tangled in inflammatory partisan politics 
and, aS a result, be lowered in the esteem 
of the people. We presume the proposed 
Constitutional amendment which would 
permit the Governor to name Superior 
Court judges was designed primarily to 
prohibit such an eventuality. As out- 
lined to newsmen the amendment would 
authorize local bar associations to conduct 
a secret poll for the judgeship of the cir- 
cuit. The results would be transmitted 
to the Supreme Court which in turn 
would submit names of three acceptables 
to the Governor. 


It was not made clear whether the 
proposed amendment would require the 
Governor to select one of the three nomi- 
nees,.or whether the nominations are 
merely advisory. In the latter case we 
believe it is infinitely preferable to con- 
the present system of electing 
judges. If, on the other hand, it would 
be mandatory upon the Governor to name 
one of the three candidates submitted 
we believe the proposal would be a long 


tinue 
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step toward removing our courts from 
any possible taint of politics. 


‘As a further step in separating. the 
courts from _ political influences’ the 
amendment should provide a_ six-year 
term for judges instead of four years as 
at present. They should be eligible for 
reappointment and if the incumbent de- 
sired, it should be mandatory that the 
Supreme Court submit his name to the 
Governor along with the other three. Par- 
tisan politics often creeps into ,bar asso- 
ciations, just as in any other group, and 
such a provision would go far toward pro- 
hibiting a small group of lawyers, in- 
spired perhaps by personal motives, from 
drumming up enough votes to defeat the 
judge for renomination. 


Although appointment of judges would 
remove them from the power of elec- 
tions, we believe the people would be 
willing to surrender their prerogative in 
order to enhance the chantes of obtaining 
jurists Loth temperamentally and legally 
qualified for their duties. As it stands 
now there are comparatively few con- 
tests for judgeships and as a consequence 
voters often are able to exercise no choice 
in their election. Then too, laymen sel- 
dom: are able to determine whether a 
candidate possesses the qualifications 


which go to make a successful judge. Cer- 


tainly back-slapping and political acumen, 
as required under the present system, fur- 
nish no criterion. 

With certain safeguards, we believe 


the amendment would be acceptable to 
the people.

Ot a Little Vandal

Here, my friends, is a story. .A 
survived through many generations. A tale that, for its particular 
age group, grows not stale nor outmoded. A story which not only 
bears much repetition, but of which the hearers demand an in- 
finity of encores. 

It is a story that, par excellence, must be told, in preference to 
being read. True, it has, in many editions, in many variations, 
been put into print. But, primarily, it is kin to the stories told 
by the wandering romanticists of the ages before Caxton; it is 
a saga that should be transmitted by word of mouth, one genera- 
tion to another, rather than entrusted only to the impermanency 
of type.

Perhaps the outstanding characteristic of the story, 
Suspense in the eye of the critic, is the element of suspense 
which is sustained throughout. 

There is a nice, an adept, building up of suspense almost from 
the very beginning. 

The heroine, bearing the somewhat unwieldy name of “Goldi- 
locks,” is walking through a forest when she comes upon a de- 
serted house. Typical setting for many mystery stories. The door 
is open. The house is fully furnished, There is evidence—a meal, 
still hot, upon the table—that the inhabitants have recently left 
the place. Yet, where are they? Who arethey? Why the strange 
absence of the family from the dinner table? 

Although, as it develops, the reason for this absence has ‘no 
direct bearing on the plot—it is the emptiness of the house that is 
significant, not the reason therefor—it may, by some, be con- 
strued as a weakness in construction that this minor mystery is 
never explained. 

The family, a Mr. and Mrs. Bear and one child—of whom more 
later—simply are away at the beginning of the story. Later they 
return. That is all. It is, after all, enough. 


Curious Our heroine, Goldilocks, is, it is obvious, a born vandal. 
She enters the house, surely a bold step not consonant 
with proper etiquette. 

For no one invited her in. 
ally, no business going in. 

But she does enter. Worse, she helps herself to food from the 
table, which is certainly not the thing to do. It isn’t her house, it 
isn’t her food. She is not even an invited guest. 

What is more, she tastes from all of the three dishes she sees. 
Her mother surely had not taught Goldilocks proper table manners 
After one taste she rejects two of the bowls of soup, as either too 
hot or too cold, but she consumes, to the last drop, the smallest 
bowl of the three, saying it is “just right.” 

Didn't she think that soup belonged to someone else who might, 
because of her greediness, go hungry? 

Then there is the episode of the three chairs. She sits in all. 
Again she is a fussy, spoiled child For one is too hard. One is 
too soft. And when she sits in the smallest chair she does so so 
roughly she breaks the piece of furniture 

(This, I think, is evidence that the offspring of Mr. and Mrs. 
Bear is female. A little Miss-Bear, not Master Bear. For the 
weakness of the chair indicates it is used by a small, delicate girl, 
rather than a husky boy.) 

Still not satisfied with her unwarranted intrusion in a strange 
house, Goldilocks has the effrontery to disarrange all of the three 
beds she finds, neatly made, in the bedrooms of the house. She 
even goes to sleep in the smallest bed 

It is unnecessary to repeat the suspenseful progress of the Bear 
family, on its return, through all the traces of Goldilocks’ vandal 
ism. Suffice to say they do discover her, sleeping, and awaken her, 
whereupon she jumps through a window and runs home. 

Guilty conscience, I am sure, prompted that flight. There is 
no indication anywhere in the story that the Bear family is any- 
thing but a genteel, polite, decent household. Certainly, from such 
characters, no properly behaved little girl need run. 

Does the continuous popularity of this story, among our very 
young generation, offer a clue to the basic cause of the regrettable 
juvenile delinquency we so publicly mourn? Is this the source of 
the spirit of vandalism that has undermined respect for others’ 
property?

People To Settle

The loser in the gubernatorial dispute which 

will be heard by the Georgia Supreme Court this 

ie week will take his appeal to the people—and not 

to any other court. This is the word from supporters of both 

Herman Talmadge and M. E. Thompson. Both contenders already 

have announced they will accept as final the decision of the State 
Supreme Court. 

Should the court rule that I.t 
ing Governor, political observers say 
launch an all-out political campaign for the governorship in 1948, 
The Acting Governor serves only until the next general election. 
Should the court rule Herman Talmadge is the legal Governor, ob- 
servers say Thompson will launch a political campaign for the gov- 
ernorship in 1950. 

So, regardless of which way the court decision goes, Georgia is 
in for a political battle in the future over what happened last 
January. While bowing to the court's decision, the Talmadge lead- 
ers would hold to their contkntion that Herman Talmadge should 
be the Governor when they go before the people. Or, while bowing 
to the court’s decision, the Thompson leaders would hold to their 
contention that Thompson should be serving as Governor when they 
talk to the people.

Grandpa 
Was Like That, Too 


I have been pursuing a little further the sub- 
ject brought up here Friday—which was the 
strange fascination that horses have for small fry 
—and I find out a strange thing. Little girls like 
to ride horses, and make a sort of cult out of all matters pertain- 
ing to equines, but most little boys do not'‘pay any attention to 
horses and will not get close enough to a horse to hand him a lump 
of sugar if they can help it 

I discussed this matter with Mr. Gerald Graham, a horsy young 
man of my acquaintance who makes his living teaching young peo- 
ple of all ages to ride horses without falling off, and he says that it 
is indeéd true that the females are the most ardent equestrians. He 
says, though, that this is no mystery to him. at all. 

It all stems from the fact that little boys have a lot of false pride. 
Anybody who rides a horse is going to fall off once in a while, he 
says. When this happens to a little girl she picks herself up off the 
ground, bellowing loudly, rubs the lump on her head, and tells the 
instructor quite frankly that she hates the horse that has thrown her 
off and is afraid of him and she wants a gentler horse. She does not 


try to hide her feelings in the matter at all. 
Ashamed A little boy, on the other hand, when he is thrown 
off a horse, is just as frightened by the horse as 
little girls are, but he is ashamed to let the instructor know he is 
afraid. He climbs back on the horse, maybe, but he is not com- 
fortable in his mind, and the next day he does not show up to ride 
horses again. And if you question him about it he says heck, he’d 
rather play baseball than ride horses and riding horses is silly and 
for girls. Which is not so, of course. But he does not wish to be 
made to look a sissy by frankly admitting that he is afraid of a 
horse and wants a gentler one. 

I think perhaps Mr. Graham’s reasoning in this matter is cor- 
rect and applies not only to small boys, but to males of all ages. 
My grandfather is a case in point. I remember once standing on 
the porch of his house, watching far down the road where he was 
riding toward home on a surly old gelding with the unpleasant 
name of Rat, carrying a basket a eggs. He was going along very 
well until a T-model Ford came by, eniitting great clouds of steam 
from its radiator. Rat, pretending to take fright at this snorting 
monster, ran away with grandpa, scattering eggs for’a quamer of a 
mile along the road. Being a frugal man, grandpa clung, to the 
basket as long:as he could, which gave him only one hand with 
which to cling to the bridle reins. In consequence he lost his 
balance, and after moving about aimlessly on Rat’s back for what 
seemed like a hundred yards—everybody who has ever fallen off 
a horse knows it is a slow process, giving the fallee plenty of time 
to ponder on his sins—grandpa fell off, making a great cloud of 


dust as he lit. 

"Stove U ‘¢ ~6§6Since he was about 75 years old at the time, and 
p his bones were not very resilient, he was some- 

what stove up, as the saying was, and complained of aches and

He also developed a great aversion to horses, and every time 
grandma wanted him to saddle up and run a little errand over to 
a neighbor’s house, he invented all sorts of excuses. He would 
just love to do it, he would say, but he just had to go down in 
the back lot to see about a cow that had lost her calf and was com- 
plaining bitterly about it. 

I don’t think he ever got back on a horse again. He was like 
the small boys Jerry Graham was talking about.

Action Urged 
By Marshall 
To Aid DPs 


WASHINGTON, March 1—(UP) 
Secretary of State Marshall Sat- 
urday urged speedy congressional 
@pproval of an international pro- 
gram to resettle 1,000,000 homeless 
Europeans, but a powerful bloc of 
Senators demanded safeguards 
against lifting U. S. immigration 
restrictions in connection with the 
program. 

Marshall, Secretary of War Rob- 
ert P. Patterson and other top Ad- 
ministration officials called on the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee to authorize this country to 
take part in the International 
Refugee Organization. The au- 
thorization was asked by Presi- 
cent Truman this week. 


But no sooner had they spoken 
than members of the Senate Ju- 
ciciary Committee demanded 
curbs on the President’s power to 
let refugees into this country in 
large numbers. 


Marshall, in a letter to Chair- 
man Vandenberg of the Foreign 
Relations group, said adherence to 
the IRO would speed permanent 
solution of the problems of per- 
sons, uprooted by the war. His 
Stand was underlined by Patter- 
son, who asked Congress to relieve 
the Army of its burdens ih admin- 
istering the Displaced Persons pro- 
gram which, he said, is “not an 
Army job.”

HEN the final curtain was 
rung down the other day 
for Laurette Taylor at the 
age of 62 she was one of the most 
courted and acclaimed actresses on 
the American stage. 

If she had died 10 years earlier 
as she told me she tried so desper- 
ately to do—her death probably 
would have been noted only as that 
of another derelict and has-been. 

Few who saw her comeback in 
“The Glass Menagerie’’—the last tri- 
umph of her art—-knew that in cre- 
ating the role of the blowsy, burbling 
mother who had seen better days, 
Laurette was aided by her personal 
knowledge of fallen grandeur. 

It is no injustice to her memory 
to recall the sodden, wasted years 
which preceded her comeback. The 
years when, sha said quite frankly, 
she tried to drink herself to death 
out of grief tor the loss of her hand 
some, brilliant husband, Playwright 
tiartley Manners. 

Just after the successful first 
showings of “The Glass Menagerie” 
n Chicago, Laurette told me that her 
return to the stage seemed to her “a 
ehost-like thing because when Hart. 
ley died, I died too.” 

Then, with a flash of her Irish 
humor showi.g through her wistful- 
ness, she went on: 

“The Irish are noted for the length 
of their wakes. I held the longest 
one in history-——it lasted six years.” 

She then told me about those six 
years. Six years of lonely befuddle- 
ment; six years when she “was 
afraid to wake up” because if she 
did she would realize afresh that 
Hartley would never again be with her. 

To anyone who knows the story 
of Laurette’s marriage and her life 
before she met Manners, her despair- 
ing grief is understandable. 

For most theatre-goers even 
those with long memories—her career 
began in 1912 with the Broadway 
opening of ‘tPeg o’' My Heart,” the 
play which had the then nomena! 
run ‘of 603 nights and was later to 
win Laurette international stardom. 

For Laurette, herself, “Peg” was 
the climax of many years of grinding 
and obscure work. 

jorn in New York City in 188, 
she was christened Helen Laurette 
Cooney. After first attempting 
vaudeville, she played minor dramatic 
roles in New York, on the road and 
nm the West Coast. Not even 
in the time of her most glamor! 
ous success did Laurette ever 
hide or gloss over the fact that 
she got her start in the “ten, 
twenty, thirty.” Friends have 
often heard her tell tragic 
romic stories of the struggle 
she had in those.days 4 

With a twinkle in her eyes 
and a little air of humorous, 
mock-importance she would al 
ways begin: 

“My real professional break- 
ing in was accomplished in the 

West, principally Seattle.” 

there in the early days of 
the century, Laurette played 
everything from ‘Topsy to Ca 
mille, in. a stock company; 
headed by her first husband, 
Charies A. ‘Taylor. Chicago’s famous 
critic, Ashton Stevens, who saw her 
in a lush melodrama of the time, 
Scotty, the King of the Desert Mine,” 
remembers her as the prettiest little 
soubrette ever to wear buckskins cut 
from canton flannel. 

She remembered very clearly how 
once in Chicago--it was shortly be 
fore the birth of her first child——she 
and “Taylor were threatened with 
forcible ejection from the old Oxford 
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Hotel because Taylor couldn't pay. 

When money was finally obtained 
to enable them to continue on to New 
York, they had to leave their trunk. 

Laurette always spoke with grati- 
tude of the conductor on the cheap, 
slow; sit-up train which took them 
to New York. As a special favor to 
the expectant mother he allowed her 
to sleep in the aisle of the coach. 

it was from this kind of insecure 
and harried life that Laurette stepped 
onto Broadway, snatching a part 
here.and there as she could, until 
she had her first taste of success 
in 1910 in “Alias Jimmy Valentine.” 

That same year, she and ‘Taylor 
were divorced. 

Hartley Manners. the English 
dramatist, then one of the most pop- 
ular of Broadway playwrights, saw 
her in,“‘Alias Jimmy Valentine” and 
was qi to appreciate the possibili- 
ties of hr roguish humor and charm.

couple in the dual rites. 

" Immediately after the ceremony, Ernst and his 
bride hurried to the desert seclusion of thei 
Sedona, Ariz., home which they had built to thei 
own design It has two studios—-one for each. 

Despite Ernst’s affinity for keeping his affairs 
to himself, no one was surprised at the turn of 
events. He and Mikss Tinning had been boon com 
panions ever since the day three years before 
when the clash of strong temperaments caused 
Ernst to forsake the swank Guggenheim menage 
overlaoking New York’s East River. 

Miss Guggenheim had seen it coming. Al 
though her marriage gave her a feeling of safety. 
it didn't stop the constant rows between her and 
Ernst, as she hoped it would. The two argued 
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something she long suspected 
better off without wives. 

When questioned as to her reactions to Ernst's 
fourth marriage, Miss Guggenheim answered with 
her custommary frankness, “I am so much more 
surprising than anyone else, how can anyone 
surprise. me?” She admits, too, that she is 48 
years old, a grandmother of a few months stand- 
ing, and that she dyes her hair black 

Miss Tinning, an attractive, willowy brunette, 
is the first of Ernst’s wives who is an artist. Miss 
(;uggenheim does not paint. Her connection with 
the art world is a collector, a friend to and 
discoverer of new-artists, and as the founder and 
owner of a modern art museum, “Art of This 
Century,’ Which she conducts in. a West 57th 
street studio. She has a valuable collection, in- 
cluding many Ernsts. 

Hler avocation for the arts was responsible for 
Peggy's meeting Max Ernst. In the winter of 
'38-'39, she opened an art gallery in London, called 
“Guggenheim Jeune.” She wanted to buy an 
Ernst painting, so a friend arranged for an intro- 
duction to the artist. 

Peggy came away from the meeting without a 
picture, but with a favorable impression of the 
tall, gaunt man. 

When Peggy next saw her husband-to-be, il 
was in the role of benefactress two years later in 
Marseilles, after the German-born Ernst had been 
interned in several Nazi concentration camps. She 
had arranged to finance his passage to America 
This time she fell in love with him. 

The Nazis had already occupied Paris Peggy 
decided she, too, should return to America She 
had lived in Europe since the early twenties 
Shortly after her arrival in Paris, she married 
Florenz Dale, an American, who mingled with the 
Left Bank group of writers and painters. 

They had two children, Sindbad and Deirdre. 
Nearly ten years and many thousands of dollars 
later, Peggy divorced Florenz. The _ turbulent 
years that followed were filled with traveling, 
friends, suitors and the frenzied pre-war days. 

Finally, on July 13, 1941, Peggy Guggenheim 
boarded a clipper from Portugal for the United 
States. In her party besides Ernst were her two 
children, her former husband, Dale, his wife and 
children, and a lady friend of Ernst’s with her 
bridegroom,

Ernst spoke hardly any English but the Ameri- 
cans accepted and feted him as a celebrity. Peggy 
bought the house on the East River that offered 
as one of its selling points an ideal studio for 
Ernst. She married him on Dec. 30, 1941, in 
Arlington, Va. ‘The marriage lasted 14 months. 

Peggy Guggenheim is not disillusioned. She 
said in a recent interview: “People always end 
up by marrying, you know. I might marry 
again, but not today or tomorrow. Out of my 
first marriage, I got two children. Out of my 
second, 4 got paintings. If there's a third, I don’t 
know what I'll vet.”

N her current divorce suit, Mrs. Whipple van 

Ness Jones, the former Mary Sue McCullough, 

a St. Louis heiress, complains that her hus 
band was rude. 

As yet she has not supplemented that terse 
statement with details, nor has he replied to it. 
All she has said is that his behavior embarrassed 
her in front of friends and showed clearly that 
he had neither affection for her nor concern for 
her health and welfare. 

Anyone who may have witnessed his alleged 


rudeness perhaps would not be surprised by her 


charges. - But to others they seem odd. 

For one thing, the Joneses have been married 

quite happily, too, it appeared—for 15 years. 

They have four children, two boys and two girls, 
ranging in age from three to 13. They also have 
$10,000,000, which Mary Sue inherited from her 
grandfather. With all that you’d think they would 
have been pretty well insured against most mari- 
tal stresses. 

Mr. Jones comes of a good family, was well 
brought up and educated at Harvard. Where, 
then, and how, did he suddenly develop the rude- 
ness which his wife now finds intolerable? 

She hints that it is a wartime affliction, con- 
tracted during his recent service in the army. 
While it is well known that many men emerged 
from the army tougher than when they went in, 
Mr. Jones’ particular dose of military life seems 
to have been rather mild, for he was a lieutenant 
colonel in the Air Technica!

N THE cold séason, with the rise of respiratory infections, 
there occur many cases of what is called intestinal flu. 
Children may be hit harder than even the adults. For 
example, one child of six or seven .suffered a three-day 
attack, during which it lost about five pounds in weight. 
But what is this disease? ) 
All of the scientists in the field of medicine and all of 
the experts who have knowledge of virus diseases will say 
that there is no such thing as intestinal “flu” or influenza. 
But if you have a slight cold and then suddenly get a 
pain in the abdomen and begin’ to Sullfer from acute nausea 
and diarrhea, which may continue for some hours, you can 
tell the doctor, when. he arrives, that what you have is 
intestinal flu-—-because we have no other name for it. 
It appears to be one of the weird manifestations of an 
infection with a virus, which may not be the specific viruses 
of influenza already identified, known 
as virus A and virus B of influenza, 
but which is certainly in some man 
ner related to infection with those 
viruses. 
The condition has been known to 
the medical profession at least since 
1927. Dr. R. R. Spencer of the U. 5S. 
Public Health Service described such 
an epidemic occurring among college 
students, and the best he could do to 
name it was “unusually mild recur- 
ring epidemic simulating food Iniec- 
tion.” 
Another doctor then tried to find 
a good name for it, and he called it 
“polytropous enteronitis.” 
Fortunately the disease is mild 
and not likely to proceed to the com- 
plications that may cause long con 
tinued distress or death. 
However, there are cases in which 
the abdominal pain and the _ fever 
have been so severe that the condition 
has been mistaken for appendicitis 
Nobody knows how to prevent this 
condition or shorten the attack. None 
of the antibiotic drugs of which we 
have any knowledge, like penicillin o1 
streptomycin, and none of the chen 
ical drugs of the sulfanilamide or 
sulfadiazine seem to have any virtues 
whatever against this virus disease. 
They do, of course, prevent sec 
ondary infections with such germs as 
the streptococcus and pneumococcus, 
and a pood many doctors are likely to 
prescribe either penicillin or the 
sulfa drugs for patients with virus 
infections simply to prevent second- 
ary complications.

ITH a resigned air, the young barbe:

The young barber answered wearily, “Honest- 
ly, I don’t know, Mr. Michaels: I guess I just 
wasn't meant to be a barber.” 

The customer regarded him for a moment 

“Vincent,” he said, “you ought to get anothe 
job. Get a job as a salesman. I'd say you'd make 
a crackerjack salesman!” 

The barber looked dubious. 
get such a job?” 

“How would you like working with me?” 
asked Michaels, who was sales manager of the 
Butler-Butler Co., cigarette manufacturers 

Vincent's eyes glowed. “How would I like it!” 
he echoed. 

That was how Vincent Riggio, foreign-born 
son of a poor Italian immigrant, began the career 
that has recently resulted in his being made 
the president of the American Tobacco Co. 

Vincent Riggio was the third of five children 
who in 1883 came to the United States with their 
parents from Italy, and settled in New York 

“My family was terribly poor,” Riggio ex 
plains. “I had to leave school at 13. My first 
job was as an errand boy in a tailor shop. I left 
for work at 4:30 A.M. and didn’t get home until 
7. I earned $3 a week, and gave it to my family.” 

After several months, Vincent was promoted 
to sewing buttons on men’s trousers and finally 
became assistant foreman. This raised his sal 
ary to $8 a week. However, the depression of 
1892 closed the shop. After several] odd jobs, he 
apprenticed as a barber with his brother, and then 
opened his own shop. In 1905 he met the cus 
tomer who persuaded him to sell cigarettes.

Riggio made such a good salesman that within 
a year he was district manager. Thén his firm 
was absorbed by 4he much larger American To 
bacco Co., maker of Lucky Strike cigarettes, and 
Riggio joined that company with his fabulous 
chief, George Washington Hill. 

Celebrated for his ‘driving force and eccentric 
sales methods, Hill often told the following: story 
of Riggio’s characteristic salesmanship: 

“We were having trouble getting Pall Malls 
started in Buffalo. Finally I sent for Mr. Riggio 
and told him it was up to him to get distribution 
and displays in all the main stores there. 

“I didn’t hear from him for nearly two weeks; 
I couldn’t reach him on the phone, and he didn't 
answer my letters or telegrams. 

“Then, when I was about to fire him, he walked 
into my office and fell into a chair. He looked 
dead. He'd hardly slept in two weeks. But the 
job was done. In three months, Pall Mall was 
the leading high-grade cigarette in Buffalo.” 

By 1929, Vincent Riggio was vice-president of 
the American Tobacco Co. in charge of sales. 
Regardless of his executive position, he continued 


to be the firm’s hardest working salesman. Whet 
ever there was difficulty selling, he went. 

Conservative in dress, Riggio; at 68, is a clean 
cut, gray-mustached man who is almost shy with 
interviewers. He is proud of being an American. 
He points out that only in the United States can 
a poor immigrant boy with little education be 
come whatever he wants, if he works hard enough 

“Work hard, use common sense, and always 
speak the truth,” Riggio advises, “and your 
worth eventually will be recognized.” 

Even today, earning over $100,000 a_ year, 
Riggio makes a point of arriving at his office 
at least 15 minutes before anyone else. 

Vincent Riggio and his wife divide their 
time between a Park Avenue apartment and a 115 
acre farm at Chappaqua, N. Y. 

Mrs. Riggio has been a good influence in he 
husband's life. She came from the same town 
in Italy, grew up with him on the lower East 
Side. and married. him while he was still a barber 

They have two sons and a daughter 

“She never complained,” Riggio says proudly 

when | was traveling and sometimes too 
to write for weeks.”

changes of any kind. If it passed 
that 15-year mark,.the money must 
by law be turned over to the state. 

To ward this off, Miss Mackey 
had sought the sisters by every 
means she. knew--visits to the sis 
ters’ last known address, talks with 
landlord; neighbors and shopkeepers, 
examination of city directories, voting 
records, church rolls. She had writ 
ten to everyone in the telephone book 
with the same name. No results 

Yet Miss Mackey had a hunch that 
the sisters needed the $5,000. 

One evening she went to her 
church club. A member mentioned 
that a man of the same name had 
recently died. That slim clue did it. 
A trip to the cemetery disclosed the 
address of the relatives who kept up 
the grave. It turned out to be a 
gloomy furnished room. 

There Miss Mackey found the sis 
ters. They were aged 80 and 70. 
They were completely destitute, but 
too proud to ask for charity. They 
had simply forgotten about their old 
savings account. 

“If it hadn’t been for you,” they 
told Miss Mackey, “we would have 
had to go to the old ladies’ home.” 

Bankers can tell many _— such 
stories of genuine drama, for dor- 
mant accounts are a perennial bank 
ing phenomenon. People do forget 
their accounts, even when they 
amount to thousands of dollars. Or 
they keep them secret from thei 
families, then die without telling 
their heirs about them. 

The banks, however, can't allow 
themselves to forget. In search of 
missing depositors or their heirs, 
bank staffs must be detectives. Often 
their dramatic triumphs come only 
after months of painstaking work. 

At Seamen’s Bank for Savings in 
New York, for example, Assistant 
Controller John H. Coontz had only 
a wisp of a clue on a woman's do) 
mant $4,000 account. At her old ad 
dress the janitor remembered that 
she once had a date with a barber. 

Scouring barber shops in the neigh- 
borhood, Mr. Coontz finally located

his man. All the barber could offer 


was the fact that .the woman's 
brother-in-law worked in the film in- 
dustry. The search led through thea 
tres, studios, and finally to a film 
cutting agency where the brother-in- 
law was at work. It turned out that 
the depositor had fallen seriously il! 
and completely forgotten her $4,000. 

Sometimes ingenuity does the 
trick. At East River Savings Bank 
in New York, Miss Dorcas Campbell 
worried about an account in the 
name of a little church in Greenwich 
Village. The 15-year deadline was 
near, the church was closed for tke

reviewed the facts. The 
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Summer, and no one knew the pas 
tor's whereabouts. 

Although the account amounted 
to only a few hundred dollars, Miss 
Campbell had a hunch it might lit- 
erally be the answer to a prayer. She 
called a church of similar name. The 
treasurer there could offer no clues, 
but suggested he make a deposit on 
the account to remove it from the 
dormant list. .That did it. 

When the pastor returned, he was 
overwhelmed; he had the passbook 
but had misread it and thought the 
account closed. Miss Campbell's 
hunch was correct. The money paid 
for badly needed church repairs. 

Coincidence solved a case for Bos- 
ton’'s Home Savings Bank-——-and a 
housing problem for a young bride- 
groom The youth one day sat 
morosely reading bank reports. He 
was’ awaiting decision on his applica- 
tion for a home loan but stood little 
chance because he lacked collateral.

quired, found he was sole heir, and 
collected more than $4,600. 

An even stranger coincidence set- 
tled a dormant account for several 
Boston banks. An Italian girl immi- 
grant inherited $15,000 and deposited 
it in several banks. When she was 
trampled to death by a horse, banks 
vainly sought heirs in Italy. 

Then, in 1944, an American serv: 
iceman in Italy noticed her name in 
a newspaper list of dormant ac 
counts. It was the same as that of 
a girl his buddy met after the Anzio 
landing. She turned out to be the 
depositor’s cousin and collected more 
than $20,000. 

What do the banks get in return 
for tracking down dormant accounts? 
Mostly a sense of duty performed; 
occasionally a lesson in psychology 
as they watch people’s reactions to 
their windfalls. 

An official of a large Loop bank 
in Chicago cites a couple of 
in which forgotten savings’ provided 
unexpected windfalls. 

One proved a godsend to a strug 
gling husband whose wife had died 
without telling him she had been 
saving for a-rainy day. Finding her 
bank book by accident he collected 
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$2,000 and bought a newsstand. 

Another had to do with a woman's 
$5 deposit made in 1929. Remember- 
ing it after years, she asked her hus- 
band to look it up. He discovered a 
balance of $627. She had added to 
the initial deposit the proceeds from 
the sale of a bond and forgotten it. 

One day a distinguished looking 
but obviously embarrassed gentle- 
man appeared at Boston’s Five Cents 
Savings Bank. His friends had been 
teasing him about a newspaper list- 
ing of a dormant account in his 
name. Yes, he was told, he had a 
credit of just $1 (too little to draw 
interest). Then he remembered he 
had deposited it as a boy. His name: 
(;en. Sherman Miles, then chief of 
the Army’s First Service Command, 
and head of Intelligence at the time 
of Pear! Harbor. 

In contrast was the indestructible 
calm of a woman to whom the Eutaw 
Savings Bank of Baltimore traced an 
account of several thousand dollars, 
untouched for years. 

“Oh, sure, I knew it was there. 
the woman § said “Years ago =! 
worked as maid for a lady who told 
me ‘to put my money in a bank and 
forget it. I did,”

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NE day last September Chief 
Park Ranger Perry Brown 
eased himself over the rim of 
the Grand Canyon to a narrow ledge 
20 feet below where Mrs. Dede John- 
son lay only a foot or two from a 
sheer drop of 700 feet and a mile 
above the turbulent Colorado River. 

A few minutes before, Mrs. Johnson 
Was posing for her husband’s camera 
when her foot slipped and she dis 
appeared below the canyon’s rim. 
Her fall was broken by the ledge. 

Aided by two other rangers, Perry 
Brown hauled Mrs. Johnson up to 
safety. A false step during the perilous 
operation would have meant death to 
all four. When all was over, the 
rangers returned calmly to their reg- 
ular tasks. 

Few of the millions who visit our 
national parks every year realize the 
full extent of the rangers’ work. To 
enumerate their duties, such as pro- 
tecting the parks’ natural features. 


Illustrated by 
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counting game, protecting life and 
property, enforcing laws and regula- 
tions, providing service to the public 
and many other stints, doesn’t sound 
in itself dangerous or romantic. 

The rangers are the unsung type 
of heroes who, like their green uni- 
forms, blend with the rugged nature 
in which they work. 

But next time you take your 
jalopy through any of our national 
parks—-from Acadia in Maine or the 
Great Smokies in North Carolina to 
the Olympic in Washington—-remem- 
ber Perry Brown. Or Bill Butler. 

Bill Butler is now assistant chief 
ranger in the Mt. Rainier National 
Park in Washington. Bill never talks 
about his exploits although he had 
risked his life more often than many 
an old-timer in service. One of his 
outstanding feats is known among 
rangers as the Case of the Lone 
Mountain Climber. 

A young man, Bernard Fadden, an 
inveterate mountain climber eluded 
the vigilance of the rangers in Febru- 
ary, 1936, and undertook to scale the 
14,408-foot Mt. Rainier in spite of the 
mid-winter dangers of such an at- 
tempt. He did not return. 

Twelve days later, after a fruitless 
search, an airplane sent from Seattle 
spotted a black dot some 2,000 feet 
below the peak. Immediately, ranger 
parties were sent up. 

After much toil-through deep snow 
and ice, Bill Butler and his chief 
ranger reached the spot. ‘They found 
Fadden frozen to death. Wrapping 
up the body in canvas, the two 
rangers, tied together with a rope, 
draggéd it down the mountain. Sud- 
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denly, the chief ranger slipped and 
pulled Bill Butler and the body after 
him. Down the steep slope they slid, 
gathering dangerous speed. 

Just a few feet from a deep crevice, 
Bill Butler, with great presence of 
mind and super-human force, stuck a 
blade into the icy snow and halted 
the slide. Thus Bill saved the life of 
the chief ranger as well as his own, 
without losing the body Mey were 
bringing back. 

Bill has saved lives of men buried 
in snow slides, but Ranger Ben C. 
Miller can tell how it feels to be one 
of those buried. One day, while in 
Glacier Park in Montana, he was 
working on snowshoes along the side 
of the Scalplock Mountain, some two 
miles from his station in Essex, when 
an avalanche rolled over him and car. 
ried him 200 feet downhill. 

Knowing that a man buried in 
snow can live at most fowr hours, 
Miller frantically began clearing the 
snow above his head. He was able to 
break through within an hour. Then 
his problem was how to get out. 

His pack and snowshoes were a 
great hindrance and his body lay at 
an angle of 45 degrees. He tried to 
get free of his snowshoes but failed. 
When night came, he yelled for he!p 
but none arrived, although he could 
hear dogs barking in near-by Essex. 
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It- took him 20 hours of clawing to 
get free of the pack on his back. 

Then he was able to chop out 
enough frozen snow to reach his feet. 
After 25 hours he finally got to the 
surface, 

Unlike Ben. Miller and al] the 
rangers, most of the visitors to na- 
tional parks never realize the dangers 
they can get into and know less how 
to get out of them. An outstanding 
example was William P. Jacobs, 26, 
of Boston, a brilliant student at the 
California Institute of Technology. 

On Saturday, February 2, 1946, 
Jacobs came with a young couple to 
Badger Pass, a skiing center in the 
Yosemites. Without an explanation, 
he left his party on top of the ski 
slope—-and disappeared. 

The following morning there was 
16 inches of new snow, Search parties, 
organized under direction of * Chief 
tanger Oscar A. Sedergren, fanned 
out from Badger Pass. By ‘Thursday 
every logical trail was carefully 
mapped and combed but no trace of 
sill Jacobs. ‘Twelve days after his 
disappearance, Assistant Rangers 
Duane Jacobs and Homer Robinson 
set out along a seldom used path. To 
their amazement, they found Bill 
ihere in a remarkably good condition. 

To the rangers this was little short 
of a miracle, for Bill had done every- 
thing he shou!dn't have done. 

First of all, he had left his party 
without telling where he was going. 
Then he went off the well-marked ski 


run. He never kept his bearings so 
he could retrace his steps. He ignored 
the markers along the trail and went 
against them. Instead of going dowrn- 
hill, after discovering that he was 
lost, he continued uphill, away from 
his starting point. 

How he could survive the ordeal 
remains a mystery to the rangers, but 
his survival is a tribute to their skill 
and courage. 

Whether they work on mountain 
peaks in the Grand Teton or in the 
subterranean depths of the Carlsbad 
Caverns in New Mexico or the Wind 
Cave in South Dakota, the park 
rangers are on the job 24 hours a day. 
They come from all walks of life and 
most of them today are college men 
who know and love nature in the raw. 

Not long ago, a prominent man 
came to Yellowstone and carved his 
name on Old Faithful’s cone. A ranger 
caught him doing it and made him 
efface it. Indignant, the man com 
plained to the superintendent and 
abused the ranger, calling him a 
bum who got into the service because 
he couldn’t get ahead anywhere else. 

“That boy,” the superintendent 
said dryly, “is the grandson and the 
great-grandson of two presidents.” 

The ranger was William Henry 
Harrison the Third.

NE OF life's strangest paradoxes is that, 
although there are horse operas, horses 


never “sing.” ‘That's why the race track 
is the safest field of operations for sure-thing 
gamblers who specialize in fixing sports events. 
[t is true that the fix guys of the turf occa 
sionally are caught, but never because horseflesh 
turned them in.- Recently, too, their penalties 
have. grown stiffer, with some barred from the 
track for life, others criminally convicted, as in 
ringing cases at Rockingham and Bel Air. 
Once in a while a trainer has to take the rap 
even when it’s an underling who is guilty. The 
veteran trainer, Tom Smith, was suspended in 


November, 1945, accused of stimulating his horse, 


Magnific Duel, at Jamaica, and wasn't reinstated 
until January 7, 1947. Smith said an ephedrine 
nasal spray had been used by a stable foreman, 
and without his knowledge. 

The one witness who could have cleared the 
matter up couldn't sing. Magnific Duel had to 
stay silent in the paddock. 

Nordlicht, fastest of them all, the already al. 
most legendary German thoroughbred brought 
over here by the Army Remount Service, will 
never face that ignominy. He isn't even to be 
allowed in racing. When a group heading an 
Eastern racing stable offered $300,000 for him, 
Col. Fred L. Hamilton, Remount Service chief, 
replied: “Gentlemen, you can no more buy him 
than you can buy the United States Post Office.” 

While the actual participants in a turf classic 
can't sing, it’s different in other sports. In fact, 
there’s a growing babel of voices of players and 
go-betweens giving the low-down on chicanery. 

Now it’s out in the open with reverberations 
of one bombshe!! after another in basketball, foot- 
‘ball and boxing. Both fixers and players are 
paying the penalty.’ In sport’s Hall of Infamy go 
the records of such evils as the Brooklyn College 
basketball fix, the Giants-Bears football plot, the 
Rocky Graziano ring fiasco. 

The point spread system, evil invention of 
bookmakers, is the source of much of the cor- 
ruption in sports. 

This came into being soon after college bas 
ketball teams started playing in Madison Square 
(jarden and other large public arenas under the 
auspices of professional promoters instead of in 
their own gyms under the sponsorship of their 
athletic associations. 3 

Some smart bookie thought up the idea of 
quoting two prices——one if the better wanted the 
favorite and the other if he picked the underdog. 

For instance if L.I.U. were playing Kentucky 
and the bookies, through their Minneapolis clear- 
ing house which assembles all information bear- 
ing on a game, decided that Kentucky was 10 
points stronger than L.I1.U., they would quote 9-11. 

Anyone taking the underdog would get nine 
points (to be added to the score of his team) 
and anyone betting on the favorite would have 
to give the book 11 points. 


HIS not only gave the bookie a two-point mar- 

gin for himself, provided he maintained a 
balanced book-—that is, accepted about the same 
sum on each team—-but it also gave him a chance 
to get a “middle” which meant the “jackpot.” 

If the favorite won by 10 points, those who 
bet on this team.and gave 11 points lost by one 
point, and those who took the short ender and 
nine points, also fell one point short. 

The chance of a team winning by the exact 
margin that would make it a “middle” would 
have been quite a longshot had the law of 
averages been governed by its incidence. 

Apparentiy the law of averages had been 
rescinded by the bookies, however, for suddenly 
games started to end “right in the middle.” 

When the leading team attained a margin late 
in the game that would put it in the middle for 
the bookies if maintained, more often than not 
the players would “freeze” the ball instead of 
trying to increase their margin. 

Soon the fans began to notice such tactics 
and the newspapers commented on them. Several! 
players on leading teams who had suddenly lost 
their eye for the basket were quietly dropped 

Then, the Brooklyn police, tailing two petty 
racketeers in another matter, stumbled into the 
Brooklyn College scandal. ‘They found that the 
two they had had under surveillance had bought 
up all but one member of the varsity team at 
Brooklyn College to chuck a game. 

The players sang a male quartet to the District 
Attorney when confronted with a record of the 
fixers’ duet and were expelled from school 

The bookies who bribed them were sent to jail 

Reforms in the wake of this explosion put an 
end to the point spread system of betting. Now 
the books make one team a favorite by a certain 
number of points and no matter which team the 
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better picks, he must give 6 to 5, which means 
a 20 per cent profit on the transaction. for the 
bookie if he keeps a balanced book. 

For the past decade or more there has been 
tremendous betting on college football. The 
volume is estimated at a billion dollars annually. 

Gambling isn’t the only influence that has 
cheapened college football in recent years 

The Big Nine recently signed a five-year con- 
tract to provide from its member colleges, for 
a $10,000 guarantee, ane of the contestants in the 
annual Pasadena Rose Bowl game, a strictly com. 
mercial proposition with little relation to sport. 

Army, prepared to go. to the Rose Bow! New 
Year’s Day, was brushed aside by the committee

after putting itself in the embarrassing position of 
announcing its willingness to accept an invitation. 

This gross insult to one of the country’s best 
teams and the Big Nine’s equally insulting deci- 
sion not to play Notre Dame, the other top rank- 
ing team, henceforth, remove college football still 
further from the sports category. 

There never was a period when subsidization 
was practiced so openly in college football as it 
was during the past few years. ‘ 

If some college heads cheat in this respect, 
how can they expect the mercenary football 
players they hire surreptitiously in the guise of 
amateurs to “play for the game's sake’? 

In professional football, there has been heavy 
betting for years. Also, there have been reports 
of certain Key players consorting with gamblers 
and giving hot and cold performances 

‘These stories came to a head when New York's 
Mayor William O’Dwyer announced on the morn 
ing of the New York Giants-Chicago Bears game 
at the Polo Grounds Dec. 15 for the Nationa! 
League championship that a man named Al Paris 
fronting for big gambling interests, had offered 
Merle Hapes, Giants’ fullback, and Frank Fil 
chock, star passer, $2,500 each and a bet of $1,000 
on the Bears, if they wouldn't bear down 

In this game the Bears were a 10-point favorite 
and they won by exactly 10 points. 

It is true that the odds fluctuated from seven 
to 12 points during the week so that the suckers 
who took the Giants and 7, 8 or 9 points lost 
and those who took the Bears and gave the 
books 14 and 12 points also lost 

Only when the police stumble upon a Paris 
or a Brooklyn College case in the course of other 
investigations does the sucker get a true line on 
the odds he is bucking. 

Paris’s method was to wine and dine players 


he sought to corrupt and provide them with beau. 
tiful women. 

Basketball players from some college teams 
were among those who came under his influence. 
If an athlete is honest, no amount of wining, 
dining and female charms will sway him 

For those who don’t possess the strength of 
character to resist temptation, the manner in 
which Paris tooted the clarinet for the benefit 
of the police when they questioned him should 
serve as a restraining influence upon athletes if 
they are ever tempted to accept a bribe. 

After Paris was convicted he put the finger 
on three higher-ups and they were indicted. He 
warbled such detailed lyrics about the players, 
Filchock and Hapes, that Commissioner Bert Bell 
of the National Football League suspended them. 

In the Rocky Graziano case, following hard 
upon the football fix revelations, the fight game 
took a body blow. ‘To New York District Attorney 
Frank S. Hogan, an outstanding middleweight 
admitted he had twice been propositioned to toss 
his bout to Ruben Shank, strictly a fourth-rater, 
for $100,000. 

He didn’t mention the offers at the time, but 
three days before the fight he suddenly withdrew. 
All at once, he then explained, he had a pain in 
his back, and Dr. S. Sym Newman, of the State 
Boxing Commission’s medical staff, gave the pain 
an official name. It was “a slight sacroiliac con- 
dition” that was Rocky’s treuble, he said. 

Later, after Rocky had admitted the twice. 
made offer of the bribe, the doctor didn't budge. 
“I found a positive Patrick sign certain evidence 
of a sacroiliac,” he said. 

The District Attorney, however, declared that 
Rocky had admitted the fight was called off be- 
cause he “realized he would be double-crossing 
persons who had bet on his opponent.” 

His failure to report the bribe offers proved 
a costly mistake. After the disclosures by the 
District Attorney, the New York State Athletic 
Commission decided to conduct its own investiga- 
tion, and Rocky. was ordered to appear before the 


"commission, which has the power to fine him, 


suspend him or bar him for life from professional! 
boxing in the state. 


‘> baseball, such drastic measures as suspension 
arerse necessary. When a player is actually 
detected in a fix, he’s through. The public sees to 
that. 
The statement of Judge William Bramham, in 
his farewell speech as retiring president of the 


National Association of Professional Baseball 
Clubs, that minor league baseball was in serious 
danger from sure-thing gamblers who were cor- 
rupting ball players to throw games was met 
with a wave of indignation by the magnates 

They weren’t indignant because games were 
being thrown as Judge Bramham had said but 
because the Judge had said it. 

Asked to comment on the sijtuation, Happs 
Chandler, the statesman drafted to fill the late 
Commissioner Kenesaw Mountain Landis’s shoes, 
said: “It’s not my affair.” 

Many of Happy’s critics blame him for the 
letdown in baseball’s unrelenting war against 
gambling. Oddly enough, Commissioner Chand 
ler’s first act upon taking office was to take a 
gratuitous shot at horse racing by ordering ball 
players to stay away from race tracks. 

A Louisville paper’s answer to this was to 
print a photo of two women sitting in a box at 
Churchill Downs on the day Happy made the 
crack. By a strange coincidence, they happened to 
be Mrs. Happy Chandler and her daughter. 

Since then Happy has avoided coming out in 
favor of anything except happiness for everyone 

When he succeeded Landis, there was a sigh 
of relief all around from club owners. But that 
sigh is turning to one of despair. ‘The magnates 
feel that Happy has lost his grip on the situation 

if he ever had one. 

Baseball, America’s greatest pastime, should 
lead in the fight against corrupting influences in 
the sport world, but the trend is in the other di 
rection now. Cheap money caused by inflation 
and black market profits, provide a surplus for 
gambling. It shouldn’t smirch baseball. It needn't 
if the efforts to prevent it are really intensified. 

Because of the stern justice metedA out by the 
late Commissioner Landis on all those who de 
parted from the paths of virtue during his regime, 
ball players didn’t last long in those days it 
caught associating with gamblers. 

If the baseball magnates find their game 
threatened once more by gamblers, they can blame 
themselves. Commissioner Landis’s war against 
corrupting influences made the game the cleanest 
professional sport. It’s time to return to old-time 
Landis principles.

The Mother Checks the Identification Tag on Her Wrist With the 
One on the Ankle of Her New Baby to Be Sure That the Nurse Has 
Brought the Right Child—This System Makes Errors Almost impossible. 


ROUSED by unfortunate errors 
in the past, hospitals through- 
out the country are now 

taking elaborate precautions to pre- 
vent any more baby mix-ups. 

By using intricate identification 
systeMs, they are determined to make 
sure that the baby each mother takes 
home with her is the same one she 
brought into the world. 

They haven't yet subscribed to the 
rather drastic suggestion of Dr. C. 
Hamblen-Thomas, Healey Street, 
London, specialist, that a national 
identity number be tattooed on each 
baby at birth. 

They haye, however, devised thor- 
oughly reliable methods of identify- 
ing baby during the difficult first 
few weeks of i life. 

All accepted methods begin in the 
delivery room. Los Angeles hospitals 
employ the following’ routine, a 
routine that, with some minor vari- 
ations, is used by most hospitals: 

1. The delivery room nurse asks 
the doctor the sex of the baby. 

2. She personally checks to see 
he is right. 

6. She then prepares a rubber 
stamp with t! large, bold 
capital -lette: followed by the 
mother's ik

certificate, crib card, hospital chart 
and the identifying bartds that will 
remain fastened on the baby. 

o. The wrist and ankle bands she 
sews on the baby. (If the hospital 
uses beads she will spell the mother’s 
name in lettered beads.) 

6. The nurse then takes footprints. 

7. The identification record is now 
complete, except for the mothers 
thumbprints. 

8. When the baby is taken to the 
nursery two nurses check all the 
records, again verify the spelling of 
the name and sex. 

9. When the baby is taken to the 
mother for the first time, the nurse 
reports its sex and name on entering 
the room, stays with the mother until 
she, too, has verified the name on 
the baby’s bands as her own. 

10. When the mother and baby are 
ready to leave the hospital, the baby 
is brought to the mother for the last 
time. That there be no mix-up at this 
point, the nurse clips the identifying 
bands off the baby in the presence 
of the mother, they are verified by 
the mother and then placed in an 
envelope which is sealed. Across the 
flap the mott name. 

The New Yo Hospital in New 
York City assembles the baby’s beads 
bearing the mother’s last-name, and 
gives them to her before the baby is 
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born. She is told: “This is for your 
baby’s identification. Keep it with 
you.” This, hospital officials explain, 
furnishes her with something to think 
about and assures her everything's 
going to be all right. 

Such cautious methods of identifi. 
cation are largely the outgrowth of 
a baby mix-up case which gives hos 
pital authorities the shudders every 
time it’s mentioned. 

Back in 1938 a 19-year-old house 
wife entered a Los Angeles hospital 
and was delivered of a baby. A nurse 
brought her a baby with “light red- 
dish hair, light complexion and large 
mouth.” 

It was a beautiful baby and the 
mother, Mrs. Frances Mahoney, was 
delighted. After the baby had nursed 
it was taken away and Mrs. Mahoney 
later was presented with a “dark- 
haired baby with a dark complexion, 
a tiny mouth and large eyes.” 

“Is this my baby?” Mrs. Mahoney 
asked. 

The nurse said it was, that an oil 
bath darkened hair and complexion. 

Mrs. Mahoney nursed this baby as 
her own and on the day she was to 
leave the hospital the red-haired baby 
was again brought to her. She pro- 
tested, with tears. Hospital authori 
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mistake had been 
made, gave her a sedative to quiet 
her nerves. The red-headed baby, 
they insisted, was truly her own. 

But the sedative did not quiet the 
fears born then—fears that began to 
haunt her—that she had the wrong 
baby. As the doubt grew a new 
uneasiness came to plague her. If 
the child she had was not her own, 
then what had become of the baby 
she had brought into the world? 

She brooded, and her husband, ac- 
cording to his subsequent testimony 
in a “wrong baby” suit against the 
hospital, “saw red.” The hospital, a 
reputable institution, admitted the 
error and presented reassuring evi- 
dence that the baby Mrs. Mahoney 
finally got was her own. 

A nurse testified she noticed the 
child she took from a crib marked 
“Boy Boaz” had “Boy Mahoney’ on 
its tiny wrist band. In the next crib, 
the Mahoney crib, the baby wore a 
tag marked “Boy Boaz.” #£4xHarried 
nurses had put the babies in the 
wrong cribs and despite the fact that 
seven or eight nurses handled the 
mfants, they went by crib markings 
rather than by the baby identification 

Mrs. Mahoney was awarded $3,500 
as compensation for the “shock inci 
lent to the mishaneling of her baby 
uncertainty.

Children “born with gold 
spoons in their mouths” too 
frequently are unloved and 
neglected by fathers and 
mothers whose sole aim in 
life is selfish pleasure-seek 
ing, Mr. McCann charges.

In slum areas, McCann 
points out, poverty breeds 
parental irritation, and 
crowded conditions don’t 
help either.

“Terrible 
things can be 
done to a child's 
mind even with 
out physical 
violence,” Mr 
McCann warns.

is rarely brought 
to light. 

“Parents are 
the same every- 
where.

Squad, turned from his scrutiny of the two 
trunks and suitcase. and addressed himself to 
Arthur Anderson, district baggage agent at the 
local Southern Pacilic station 

understand two persons called for these at 
the station this morning, and that the condition 
of the trunks caused you to insist that they be 
opened. 

“That’s right, inspector,” Anderson replied. 
“God knows I didn’t suspect that there were 
bodies in the trunks!” 

“What did you suspect?” 

“IT thought they might contain contraband 
deer meat. There's been a -lot of illegal meat 
coming in from Arizona. I wanted to protect the 
company against a damage claim-—-didn’t want us 
to be blamed for something that wasn't our 
fault.” 

“No danger of that in this case,” Davidson 
remarked, with a glance at the trunks, 

They had arrived that morning, Monday, Oct. 
19, 1931, from Phoenix, Ariz., the baggageman 
related, and presently a blond, slim young wo 
man and a youth had come to pick them up.

AS for the suitcase, it had been found abandoned 
in the women’s rest room of the Los Angeles sta- 
tion. It contained some surgical] instruments. 

Sheriff James McFadden at Phoenix quickly 
rathered some facts that seemed significant. 


SOUNDS resembling shots had been heard late 

Friday night, Oct. 16, in a house on North 
Second St. This was a duplex dwelling, one-half 
of which had been tenanted by two nurses, Mrs. 
Agnes Anne LeRoi, 32, and Miss Helvig Samuel- 
Son, 27. 

Neither had been seen for three days. 

Dr. Percy Brown, an X-ray <¢specialist, said 
that Mrs. LeRoi, stockily-built divorcee, had not 
reported for work since the 16th. He had re- 
ceived a telephone call, supposedly from her, 
Saying she and her hittle friend “Sammy” were 
leaving for Tucson, Ariz., because the latter's 
brother was gravely ill there. “I was a bit an- 
noyed at being left high and dry, and-told her 
so,” Dr. Brown told the sheriff, “but she simply 
hung up on me.” 

McFadden learned that an expressman had 
been summoned to the North Second St. house 
on Saturday. A young woman there had said 
she wanted a trunk full of books taken to the 
railroad station. The drayman had told her the 
irunk wetghed too much to ship as baggage, so 
at her direction he had delivered it to an apart- 
ment on East Brill St. 

“Why, that young woman was Mrs. Judd 
Mrs. Winnie Ruth Judd!” exclaimed H. U. Grimm, 
owner of the East Brill St. house. “She was a 
sood friend of those girls! Lived with them 
until recently, when she took this apartment. 
Splendid littl woman, sheriff!” 

Grimm said he had carted the large trunk, 
a smaller trunk, and a suitcase to the station at 
1:30 Sunday afternoon. Mrs. Judd told him at 
the time, he said, that she had'to go to Los 
Angeles because her husband, Dr. William C. 
Judd, was seriously ill. “That's why I'm so ner- 
vous,” he quoted her as saying. 

Dr. Louis Baldwin, for whom Mrs. Judd had 
worked as an office assistant at the Grunow Me- 
morial Clinic, said she had told him Sunday morn- 
ing that she would have to go to her ailing hus- 
band in Los Angeles. She hadn't seen Dr. Judd 
in several weeks——indeed they had seen little of 
each other these past two years. She, a former 
tuberculosis patient, had stayed on in Phoenix 
while he served as a mine physician at Bisbee, 
Arizona. 

“They hadn't become estranged, exactly,” said 
Dr. Baldwin, “but I wouldn't say they were crazy 
about each other. ‘The doctor’s 22 years older 
than Ruth.” 

He told Sheriff McFadden that Mrs, Judd had 
appeared at the clinic Sunday with her left hand 
and arm bandaged. She had told him that she’d 
burned herself. 

The LeRoi-Samuelson apartment, which the 
sheriff visited at this juncture, seemed in good 
order on first inspection. Food was in the cup- 
boards, ice in the refrigerator. It did not look as 
though the occupants had planned to be away 
for very long. 

Sheriff McFadden found more to interest him 
in the bedroom. 

He saw that a section of rug several feet 
square had been cut out directly underneath Mrs. 
LeRoi’s bed. This had apparently been done with 
a pair of manicure scissors, found between the 
twin beds. MRust-colored spots showed on the 
floor, and charred bits of carpet were found in 
the fireplace. 

It developed that the larger of the two trunks 
had been stored in the garage behind the house, 
while the suitcase had belonged to Mrs. LeRoi. 

In Los Angeles, detectives located Mrs. Judd’s 
younger brother, Burton McKinnell, a student at 
the University of Southern California. He told 
them that his sister had been the woman that 
called for the trunks at the station, and that he 
had been her companion. 

“I got a wire to meet her at the station,” he 
said. “After we drove away from the station, I 
gave her $5—all the money I had—and she got 
out. I haven’t any idea what’s happened to her.” 
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Did he b@lieve she had killed her two friends? 
“If she really did it,” he replied, “she must be 


crazy. But I don’t believe she did it. She must 
be shielding someone else.” 

Dr. Judd, contacted at the home of a school 
teacher sister in Santa Monica, where he had 
been vacationing, expressed the same view. If 
she did it, she must be out of her mind but he 
didn’t believe she did it. He said that his wife 
had been a frustrated, badly balanced woman 
“who from the first day of our marriage dwelt 
upon thoughts of a child.” ‘There had been no 
child during the seven-year marriage. 

He said he had known nothing of her arrival 
in town. 

As one might expect, the Los Angeles “trunk 
mystery” immediately became the Murder of the 
Year. Once the story had broken, the whole nation 
began to talk of nothing else. Could this small 
woman be the killer? Or was she merely playing 
the lure to draw the police away from some 
maniacal monster still roaming the Southwest?

“I agree that if she did it and we don’t know 
one way or the other yet then it must be a 
case of a deranged mind,” said Inspector Davidson, 
“We hardly expect to find her alive.” 

“If she is alive,” said Police Lieut, Joe Filkas, 
“then she must be hiding right here in the city. 
She can’t go far without money or a change of 
clothing.” 

In Phoenix, Prosecutor Lloyd J. Andrews -told 
reporters that Mrs. Judd had quarreled bitterly 
with her two friends over a man, a well-to-do 
lumberman in whom Mrs. Judd had imagined 
herself to have a proprietary interest. He said 
he believed the killings had been committed dur. 
ing a jealous frenzy. 

On Wednesday, the 21st, Dr. Judd was _ taken 
to the morgue to identify the body of Miss Sam.- 
uelson. “Yes, this is Sammy,” he said. “I would 
know. her by her pretty hands.” 

On the 22d, he appealed to his wife to give 
herself up 

“IT am in deep fear that she is no longer liv- 
ing,” he said, “but if this appeal comes to her 
attention, I earnestly beg and implore her to 
come to me or to the attorneys [whom he had 
retained for hér] at once with every assurance 
that she will be protected in every possible way.” 

On the 23d, Winnie Ruth Judd gave up.

She surrendered in a room over a Los Angeles 
funeral establishment operated by a friend of one 
of the attorneys. She seemed dazed, semi- 
hysterical and completely exhausted. Her left 
hand was still bandaged. 

In a statement made through a lawyer, she 
insisted that she had shot her erstwhile friends 
in self-defense. 

“I had gone to the girls’ home to remonstrate 
with Miss Samuelson for certain things she had 
said,” the statement said. “Miss Samuelson got 
hold of a gun and shot me in the left hand. ! 
struggled with her and the gun. fell. Mrs. LeRoi 
grabbed an ironing board and started to strike 
me over the head with it, and I had to shoot her. 
Then I ran from the place 

According to the lawyer, that was as far as 
she could go with her story. However, a later 
Statement: explained that the fight with Miss 
Samuelson, had been over a man, and that Mrs. 
LeRoi had been shot “because I was afraid she 
would turn me over to the police.” Mrs. Judd 
said she had hoped to dump the two trunks into 
the Pacific Ocean 

A bullet of the same calibre which killed the 
two women was recovered from the base of her 
middle finger. 


JNCIDENTALLY, her dress had been described 

as brown, but it was green when she was 4a) 
rested. She explained that she had dyed the dress 
in a public lavatory. The process had taken two 
hours. 

she had spent her first night in Los Angeles 
hiding in a department store, then had wandered 
through suburban sections until she reached Pasa 
dena, where she concealed herself in a vacant 
cottage. She had eaten almost nothing during 
the week since the murders. : 

The “blond tiger woman,’’. as she was called 
in the newspapers they also called her the 
“blond enigma” went on trial on Jan. 19, 1932. 
She pleaded self-defense and insanity, but the 
jury, after deliberating two hours and 40 minutes, 
found her guilty on the first ballot. On Feb. 24 
she became No. 8811 in the death house at Florence. 

Various legal moves delayed the execution, 
then came a sanity hearing in the spring of 1933. 
This proved successful. She was ruled insane, 
the execution was indefinitely postponed, and 
Mrs. Judd was removed to the state hospital in 
Phoenix. 

She is still alive there, still an enigma.

SMALL or large, frilly or

Select it as you 
would a hat or a dress-——to 
compliment your personal.- 
ity. The best way to get 
exactly the kind you want 
is to design and make it 
yourself. 

First decide on the table 
you are going to use. Either 
buy an unpainted dressing 
table at a furniture store, 
or make use of something 
you already have. An old 
kitchen table or desk makes 
an excellent base. Or, if 
you are handy with tools, 
attach a couple of shelves 
firmly to the wall and tack 
a skirt around them. Per- 
haps you feel your room is 
too small for a dressing 
table. Surely there is one 
corner across which you can 
fit a triangular shelf and 
tuck a handy little stool un- 
derneath. 


Table Top 


HERE are a number of 

possibilities for the table 
top. One of the most prac- 
tical is to cover it with a 
piece’ of fabric or wallpaper 
and place a piece of glass 
over this, cut to the proper 
size. If you are a person 
who is always spilling pow- 
der, perfume, or cologne, 
better have a glass top be- 
cause it is so easy to clean. 
Another advantage of this 
top is that you can put a 
few snapshots under one 
corner of the glass. 

A slightly more luxurious 
cover can be made of a 
piece of mirror cut to fit. 

If the table top has a 
nice smooth surface, you 
may wish to give it a cou- 
ple of coats of ename! in a 
color to contrast with’ the 
skirt.
